WAR CONDITION 


The California Walnut Growers’ As-/ or not they hav 


sociation has announced a 3 per cent 
reduction in wholesale prices for the 
1920 crop of walnuts, the biggest_sin- 
gle food cut yet reported. The new 
prices, very near the pre-war plane, 
are as follows: Diamond Brand No. 1 
soft shells, 22% cents. No. 2, 16% 
cents; fancy budded, 25% cents; 
standard budded, 22% cents a pound. 

“Somebody had to start the ball 
rolling,” said General Manager C. 
Thorpe of the association’s unex- 
pected action. “The trend of prices 
is downward, and everybody knows 
that labor cannot sustain a cost-cut- 
ting saturnalia, so it is up to the 
producers and manufacturers. 

“The pioneers in this back-to-nor- 
mal campaign must of necessity sus- 
tain temporary loss, but the walnut 
growers, who were the last to ad- 
vance their prices during the war and 
who kept their prices peak below 
the average rise in all other food 
products, are glad to be among the 
pioneers in reducing the cost of liv- 
ing. With lower food and clothing 
costs, the public may expect greater 
efficiency from labor and the elimina- 
tion of practically all labor disputes.” 

Crop estimates just completed by 
Secretary W. T. Webber of the asso- 
ciation place this season’s walnut 
harvest at somewhere near 46,000,000 
pounds, which will be worth to the 
growers, on the basis of the reduced 
prices, about $11,000,000. It is ex- 
pected that the output of the walnut 
by-product factory, including hand- 
sorted walnut meats and charcoal 
made from the shells, will be worth 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 more. 

The sales department has observed, 
Mr. Thorpe said, that rapidly declin- 
ing sugar prices have stimulated the 
consumption of walnuts to a notice- 
able extent in receni “days. With 
cheaper sugar, housew és now find 
it possible ta pamper t 
bys making’ more wal 
candies and “other after:dinner deli- 
cacies. According to the law of sup- 
ply and demand, there are more con- 
sumers than walnuts this year, be- 
cause the California crop, which rep- 
resents more than 95 per cent of 
this country’s output, is below nor- 
mal, while the new census report 
shows that the population of the 
United States has greatly increased 
in the last few years. 

Walnuts are coming in to the new 
walnut house of the La Puente Val- 
ley Walnut Growers’ Association at 
the rate of about seventy-five tons 
per day. Under former conditions 
this volume of business would en- 
tail long periods of waiting to un- 
load, but with the new and enlarged 
facilities for handling the nuts, this 
is completely eliminated. 

Shipments of several cars per day 
are being made to the Eastern mar- 
kets. Manager Maxson and Secre- 
tary Neeley expect that the local 
crop will total something like 2500 
tons this year, The nuts are of good 
size and fully meated and, in spite of 
the reduced price recently announced 
by the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, will bring a fair rate o/ 
return to the growers. The machin- 
ery in the new plant has worked 
splendidly and those ing charge are 
well pleased with the eehorai outlook 
for handling, shipping and marketing 
this years crop. b
